ket. Liverpool improved in price and was
tuore active on spots; the demand from our
own spinners was better, and supplies, as be-

fore, were under arood control, with a hard
ening tendency on values, forming the basis
upon which a few calls to cover commenced.
Rumors of a 'corner' on August stimulated
values materially. The average inclination
is very favorable at present for a large crop
estimate, but opinions differ as to the date
nf it receint. and with many of the trade
believing that the amount marketed before
h first of SeDtember will be much less than

nrnrlicted a few weeks aco. Exporters have
not given much general attention to sample

cotton, and direct sales to the foreign outlet
were but more or less inquiry prevailed
for parcels on speculative account, and the
movement toward home consumption in-

creased to a fair extent. The condition of
J the goods trade would not prooably be ad

mitted as very encouraging, but has bright-
ened a trifle, and spinners in want of supplies
must of course come to the point where the
bulk of the accumulation is located." The
July 12th Liverpool circular of Watts & Co.
says a good rainfall has brightened things in
most parts of India, and China news is more
favorable. Deticiercy of water has damaged
the cotton crop in Eitypt. The Manchester
market was slightly improved.

Receipts in Memphis during the official
week aggregated 545 bales, against 455
bales the previous week, and 3C4 bales the
corresponding week last season, and 4ti8
bales the season before. The total receipts
since September 1, 1877, were 409,861 bales,
against :W2,ii8-- j bales at the corresponding
time last season, showing an increase of 27,-17- 9

bales. Total receipis same time in 1875-- 6

was 483,916 bales.
Shipments during the othciul week aggre-

gated 1713 bales ariinst 1S74 bales the
previous week, and 1016 tales the correspond-
ing week last season. Total shipments since
September 1st are 413,359 bales, against
379,919 bales the same tune last year, an in-

crease of bale.
The total stock on haud was 1794 bales,

against 2962 bales last week, and 8166 bales
at this time last year.

Sales during the week were 1050
bales, all to spinners. During the
previojs wet k ine total sales were
1100 bales. Duriuir the corresponding week
last yrar the total sales were 600 bales, all to
spinueis.

GENERAL TllADJfi.
There is an increasing demand for gro-

ceries and provisions, and the latter continue
to advance. Flour is very firm, but remains
unchanged at our quotations. The feed
market "grows small by degrees and beauti-
fully less;" most articles ' have oaly a local
demand, the couutry around being generally

just now. Cornmeal has
largely fallen off in demand, but has been
rather scarce; a plentiful arrival on Sunday
has put it down 5c, aided by a decline of 5c
in the St. Louis freights. Potatoes and ap-
ples have been in better demand, but with no
approach toward activity. Fruits generally
are quiet, the quality is rarely good; a fiae
peach i3 comparatively rare. Eggs have been
scarce for the last three days, and have
jumped up from 6c to 12c. Good butter ia
in better demand, 1 ic is the outside price.
Chickens are in fair demand only, and re-
main unchanged in price. The produce
market is very quiet throughout.
